lion. It was attacked then aud it has 
been variously attacked ever since. It 
has been challenged on its substance and 
on its form ; on its statements and on 
its reasoning. It has been criticised for 
its novelty and for its lack of novel- 
ty ; for its audacities aud its common- 
places. And yet it stands to-day, as 
Jefferson's latest editor has said, "the 
paper which ia probably the best known 
that ever came from the pen of an indi- 
vidual ;" tested by actual use and ser- 
vice, in direct contact with the common 
sense and the moral sense of large mass- 
es of men under various conditions and 
for i long period, and still capable of 
stirring the minds of men wherever 
liberty is known. Xo document could 
have survived this test that was not es- 
sentially sound and true. 


Professor Tyler gives a very interest- 


ing review of the various kinds of criti- 
cisms to which the Declaration ban been 
subjected. It was, of course, a state- 
ment of the case of the colonies. It was 
not meant to state the case of the other 
side or to be a judicial or impartial rec- 
ord of hiatory. But Professor Tyler 
very forcibly vindicates ita essential alle 
gabions, even to the personal denuncia- 
tion of George HI., bv the testimony of 
English statesmen historians. He points 
out also—and this has bearing ou che 
sources of the Declaration—that Jeffer- 
son's task was not to write an historical 
essay, but to sum up the views, ideas, 
convictions, opinions of the people for 
whom be was to speak, to give expres- 
sion to these conceptions of civil liberty 
that they had held as their birthright, so 
that the phraseology characteristic of 
the Declaration is "tbe very phraseology 
of the champions of constitutional ex- 
pansion, of civic dignity and progress, 
within the English race ever since Mag- 
na Charta." 


While all this is true, tbe great paper 


does possess, in a higher sense, intense 
originality. It is individualized by tbe 
genius of its author. Jefferson, indeed, 
gathered up the thoughts and emotions 
and even the phrases of the people for 
whom he wrote and incorporated them 
with what was already in his mind, and 
then, as Proteasor Tyler aptly says, "to 
the music of his own keen, rich, passion- 
ate and enkindling style, be mustered 
them into that stately and triumphant 
procession wherein aa some of us still 
think, they will go marching on to tbe 
world's end." 


Since Bufus Choate sneered at the 


Declaration as made up of "glittering 
and sounding generalities" and Calhoun 
denied its primary assumption of equal 
human rights, so many people have 
thought it a mark of superior culture 
to re-echo some such sneers that the 
Cornell professor's well-considered eulo- 
gmm is refreshing and invigorating. But 
a document should need no vindication 
tbut has vindicated itself so triumphant- 
ly. We need not speak of its effect on 
other nations, but only of its influence 
in our own history. Its immediate use 
in rallying tbe friends of the revolution 
is obvious, but a greater service still it 
did for the generations following in pre- 
serving the spirit of independence, stim- 
ulating the development of nationality, 
and keeping alive in the minds of the 
people, wbo heard it read year after 
year, even while the national policy be- 
lied them, those great ideas of tbe inde- 
structible rights of man with which the 
national existence was so 
gloriously 


way with our counawl nr bv our negli- 
gence be dimmed.—Philu, Times, 


As the years roll by and nne star after 


another ia added to the bright galaxy 
that adorns our Hag, the priuciplfs that 
underlie our Constitution and our laws 
take on a deeper meaning and signifi- 
cance. At first those who were not in 
sympathy with us looked upon them as 
being tentative and experimental, (itled 
only for the formative period of a nation. 
But as the process of development went 
on it was seen how gredt was their 
power of adaption, how vast their en- 
circling strength. Theie is not a crisis 
which tbey have not mastered, a tangle 
that they have not unraveled, a discord- 
ant element which they liave not attuned 
to harmony and a crude and unformed 
idea which they have not crystallized 
into shape and given to it a roundness 
and vitality. Through the ceaseless pro- 
cession of yeais, through storm and sun- 
shine, through durkness aud light, in 
deadly conflict and in seeming defeat 
their lastre has glowed like a beacon sel 
on a bill, and the tad of the century only 
sees them fairer, stronger, more beauti- 
ful and more powerful.

In 
crowded cities and happy ham'.Bts, in 
fertile valleys and from rocky Bleeps fai

And not leas now ia tbe inspiration of 


this great document needful. There are 
other and worse tyrannies than those of 
kings, and the Declaration is not direct- 
ed merely against tbe blundering policy 
of a pig-headed ministry, but against 
whatever threatens the security, the dig- 
nity and honor of constitutional govern- 
ment, based upon personal liberty and 
truth and character and conserved by 
the spirit of law. Every year we need 
to renew our allegiance, not to glittering 
generalities, but .to absolute convictions 
of righteousness, and as tbe Declaration 
of Independence ia declaimed again to- 
day it ought to deepen tbe loyal devotion 
of every American and his determina- 
tion that tbe honor of tbe nation tbat

And when in the following June they 
laid the "old squire" in fie daisy-strewn 
village cemetery, tbey rejoiced that this 
Thanksgiving had not come too late.

POLITICAL SERVITUDE. 


The recent Republican convention in 


Northampton county serves to illustrate 
the feeling which 
unscrupulous, ma- 


chine politicians have for honest men 
and those who oppose the machine in 
its nefarious political operations. 
Its 


resolutions were an insult to the well- 
meaning, thoughtful Republicans ot the 
State, and were, doubtless, intended 
so to be. 


Thequicker dishonest political methods 


are understood and the firmer the de 
termination on the part of the people to 
refuse sanction to even a suspicion of 
corruption, the better political condi- 
tions will be. The question is for tho 
citizen to decide, as against those politi- 
cians whose aim is money and dishonor. 


Of the Northampton convention the 


Phila. Record, says: In a number of 
other counties 
which have elected 


delegates to the Republican State Con- 
vention there has been a prudent, not to 
aay an extremely timid, avoidance of 
the quarrel of ihe Quay and Antt Quay 
factions. Especially has this been the 
case in counties where g revival of the 
conflict would have endangered the local 
Republican tickets. But in the small 
prospect of Republican success in Old 
Northampton, General Reeder and his 
machine associates were under no such 
restraint, aud they have freely unpacked 
their hearts of the heavy freight of 
hatred toward the other faction. G;en. 
Reeder, it is true, has a personal griev- 
ance, and this accounts for the unseemH 
violence of his denunciations of the 
"traitors and apies" who do not accept 
Mr. Quay as the embodiment of Republi 
can virtues and principles. But there is 
no question that the resolutions fairly 
express the sentiments of the machine 
Republicans of Pennsylvania, and they 
may be taken as the keynote for the ma- 
chine State Convention in August. 


In the first of these resolutions Mr 


Quay is tendered "sincere congratula- 
tion on bis triumphant acquittal" o) 
the charge of having farmed the Treas 
ury of Pennsylvania for his personal 
profit, in violation of the law. Sincert 
aa is this congratulation from a machint 
standpoint, there are few men in tbt 
Commonwealth, not excepting the au- 
thors of this resolution, who have an} 
doubt of the fact that Quay did for a 
long period so use the money of tht 
State Treasury. This is one only of tht 
innumerable instances of the wide dis 
crepancy between the finding of a jurj 
and the general current of public opin- 
ion. 


The second resolution commends "the 


wise, careful and statesmanlike admin- 
istration" of Governor Stone, and "par- 
ticularly his open and manly action it. 
appointing Hon. M. S. Quay United 
States Senator." This resolution servea 
to show how great a difference in prin- 
ciple and spirit there is between the 
modern Republicans of the machine and 
the early founders of the party iu this 
State. Jamea Pollock, the Dtst Republi- 
can who was Governor of Pennsylvania, 
declined to appoint a United States Sen 
ator in 1S55, in precisely similar condi 
tions, when the Hon. Simon Cameron 
failed of an election. Governor Pollock. 
in common with the universal opinion 
of the party which elected him, held thai 
he bad no potver to appoint a United 
States Senator to fill a vacancy, least oi 
all for the beginning of a term.

When the 


Governor begins to think, he ought to 
perceive the iniquity of the State taking 
twenty mills of the farmer's dollar aud 
only five mills from the dollar of the 
railroads—and more frequently nothing 
at all, 
Likewise, thinking should make 


him ashamed of this cheating scheme of 
taxation which, while plundering the 
poor and favoring the opulent, moves 
him to refuse to pay a widow a small, 
honest debt due her for work done for 
the State by her husband; to refuse the 
shingles needed for the roofs of asylums 
and hospitals; to refuse proper care of 
the indigent insane, who are now in- 
humanly crowded, and for want of civil- 
ized accommodations are bedded down 
in stone corridors like tramps during a 
starvation winter.—Plrila. North Ameri- 
can^ (Rep).

The American Tinplate Company is 


probably the most complete monopoly in 
the United States. 
Its capital stock 


outstanding is represented as $18,000 000 
preferred and $2S 000,000 common. 
It 


has been in existence six months, and 
already the preferred stock is on a 
dividend basis at the rate of 7 per cent. 
The actual value of the plants of the 
company is problematical, but there is 
no reason to doubt that, like other 
Trusts, It is capitalized enormously iu 
excess of co?t of duplication of the plant. 
The American Metal Market, the organ 
of the trade, said recently, that the 
Tinplate Trust was entire master of the 
situation, and could easily regulate pro- 
duction to the requirements of consump- 
tion. Byshutting down its wo.ks it can 
force prices to high water mark, and, 
upon resumption, it can guard against a 
reduction in rates. 
Its woikingmen, 


deprived 
of employment, cannot sell 


their labor to other employers in tho 
same line of business, as there is no com- 
petition, the four mills out-side of the 
Trust not being worthy of comparisor, 
with it. 


We have aiid that tha actual value of 


the plants operated by the Trusts is prob 
lematical. Byron W. llolt, however, in 
an article contributed to the American 
Monthly Itcview of JReeiews, declares 
that the rt-al capital of the concern was 
less tban $12,000,000, against which there 
is outstanding stock of a nominal value 
of $46,000.000. When the Trust was 
oiganized, in December last, American 
tinplate was being sold at a profit for 
$2 90 per 100 pound box, 14 by 20,'coke 
tin. 
The English product was selling at 


$2 80, duty off. In January the Trust 
raised the price to 93 20, and by March it 
bad reached $4 10 In the meantime the 
price ot the Sugiish plate was increased 
to $2 80. Mr. Holt charges that about 
75 par cent, of tbe increase of $1 20 dif- 
ference between the prices of American 
over English tinplate from November to 
March must be charged to the "arbi- 
trary, tariff-giving monopoly power ol 
the Tinplate Trust in Ameri"a."

its melody floating clear and musical 
above the discordant chorus o£ booming 
cannon, the roll of drums and the 
mingled acclamations oj the people." 
So the foundation of the mighty Ameri- 
can republic was laid. At the opening 
of the devolution the population of the 
colonies was less than three m.'llions. 
According bo the census of 17SO, four- 
teen years after the Declaration of 
Independence, it was not, quite four 
millions. The census of 1890 showed 
that in a hundred years we had grown 
to be a nation with a population in ex- 
cess of sixty millions, and on the one 
hundred arid twenty-third anniversary of 
the Declaration of Independence there 
are probably seventy millions of people 
in the republic which our forefathers 
focsided in blood and tears. 


his Western trip Governor 


Itoosevelt, of New i"ork, was frequently 
greeted with cheers and such expres- 
sions as "Our next President I" "Teddy 
iu 19001" and other voluntary exclama- 
tions of his probable candidacy. In 
Kansas he was hailed with the shout of

for more gorgeousness until we have a 
Treasury without a deficit.

If the Filipinos show themselves 


capable of self-government they should 
be eventually territorialized and, perhaps, 
given a statehood in thirty or fifty years.

According to Secretary Alger's state 


ment, the 30,000 men that General Otis hai 
been naming as the number necessary 
means 30,000 effective fighting men, anc 
therefore at least 40,000 fighting men wil 
be placed under his command by the end 
of the rainy season, 30,000 regulars already 
in the Philippines or under orders to go 
there and at least 10,000 volunteers. 


In speaking about the men needed to 


give General Otis 40,000 troops, Secretary 
Alger said : "We propose to have this 
force in the Philippines by the time the 
rainy season closes, and we will secure all 
we need by recruiting at the regular re- 
cruiting stations, and we believe that we 
can secure all soldiers that we need by 
this method."

Filipinos Gathering: for Battle. 
A dispatch from Manila, June 30, says : 
Both north and south of Manila, the 


insurgents are renewing activity, even on 
the territory recently fought over.

A Blaze at .East Berlin. 


S. Morgan Smith's T.argo Mill r>estroycil by 


Flro. 


About 10.30 o'clock Friday night the 


large frame roller mill at Eaet Berlin, own- 
ed by S. Morgan Smith, of York City, 
was destroyed by fire. N. B. SprenHe 
operated the mill, which is located on the 
banks of the Big Oonowngo creek, and was 
one of the best appointed mills in Adams 
county, 


When the fire was discoveied the alarm 


was given by the ringing of the engine 
house and church bells, and the Eaet Ber- 
lin fire company responded with great 
promptness. ' Almost the entire town 
turned ont;to witness the sight, and render 
whatever assistance was possible in fight- 
ing the flames. Despite the energetic el- 
forts of the firemen the building, with all 
its contents of valuable machinery, flour, 
chop, etc., was destroyed, nothing remain- 
ing standing bat portions of the walls. 


The large wooden bridge crossing the 


creek, in sight of the mill, was set on fire 
by sparks and flaming brands from the 
the mill three different times and there 
was much work for the citizens to prevent 
the destruction of the bridge. The dwell- 
ing houses of Samuel Baugher and Michael 
Rebert, near by, also caught fire, and this 
added much to the excitement prevailing. 
By strenuous efforts of the^nretpen and 
citizens, however, these tlwo buildings 
were saved from destruction. 


The origin of the fire is A mystery, and 


no cause for the same is assigned. 


The mill property was valued at $11,- 


000, and was owned by S. Morgan Smith, 
who holds some insurance thereon, but 
the amount we could not ascertain. 
The 


loss of Mr. Sprenkle, the miller, is about 
51,000, upon which there is no insurance. 
—fjaiivcer Record. 


General News. 


Reliable reports from farmers in various 


sections of Frederick county, Md., state 
that the wheat Ibis year will average only 
about hali a crop. In many parts of the 
county it will not yield five bushels to the 
acre, while in other sections fields of grain 
have been so poor that they have been 
plowed under and late corn planted in- 
stead. The failure is attributed in some 
ocalitics to the fly, while in others the 
ate hail storms were so violent that it 
aeat the stalks down.

Industrial Cumtnit*.sion HoarH ot tho K.vper- 


tiumt Stations. 


A. C. True, Director of the Office of Ex- 


periment Stations, was before the Indus- 
trial Commission at Washington last week. 
He directed his remarks especially to the 
subject of tecbuical educatian for Agricul- 
turists, giving much information concern- 
ing the experiment stations, the agricul- 
tural colleges, the secondary agricultural 
schools, farmers' institutes, etc. 
Refer- 


ring to the last-named institutions, ho 
said there was an increasing demand for 
experts at these meetings, and he recom- 
mended that traveling professors be em- 
ployed for their benefit. 


In the United States at large there are 


64 land grant colleges, with resources 
amounting to $53,500,000, which affords 
an education along agricultural lines and 
which were attended by more 31,000 stu- 
dents, 4,000 of whom had taken a agricul- 
tural course. 


He did not consider it practical for the 


present to teach agriculture iu the elemen- 
tary schools of the country, but advieed 
instead that instruction be given on objects 
in nature, especially in the rural schools, as 
the best preparation for subsequent in- 
struction on agricultural topics.

Death of HugliTD. Scott. 


After Great Suffering Frnm Bright'* TOs-

Hugh D. Scott, Superintendent oS the 


Baltimore & Harrisburg Division, Western 
Maryland Railroad, died at his borne, 
Baltimore street, last Thursday morning 
about 9.30 o'clock from Bright's Disease, 
from which he had been suffering for 
about four years. He became especially 
ill five weeks ago, but rallied from time 
jo time, and bis death was not expected. 
Our community was, therefore, surprised 
when his death was announced on Thurs- 
day. 


Mr. Scott was essentially a railroad 


man, and was concerned in the rail- 
road business, as telegraph operator or

Master Charles P. Reynolds Evans, a grand 
nephew of Gen. Reynolds, clad in a white 
sailor suit, pulled the ropea that releaaed 
the veiling flags aud unturled two beauti- 
ful flags to the breeze. 
As the monument 


in all ita beauty was revealed to the aaaem- 
bled audience, a Major General's aalute of 
13 guns waa fired, after which the band 
played "The Star Spangled Banner." 


TKANSt'ER OF TUB MONUMENT. 


General Gobin in tranaferringthe statue 


to the State, then said : "Governor Stone, 
under the provisions of the Act of Assem- 
bly of May 20, 1801, the State ol Pennsyl- 
vania provided for the erection of inonu- 
mentB'to Major-Generals Meade, Reynolds 
and Hancock upon the battlefield of Get- 
tyaburg. It was thus designed to mark 
the paiticular apot where the presence of 
the distinguished Pennsylvania soldiers 
contributed so much to the success of that 
memorable engagement. 
This ppot se- 


lected for the equestrian etatue of Major- 
General Reynolds is one so positively 
identified with his early appearance upon 
the field from which he beheld the mov- 
ing lines of the enemy :u to make it par- 
ticularly fitting that he should remain for- 
ever in bronze in this locality. 


"The connection of Major-General Rey- 


nolds with the battle of Gettysburg has 
been a subject of controversy with those 
who write upon the strategy of this en- 
RaKemnet. 
But one author pronounces 


Reynolds the architect of the battle in 
which he fell. 
Certain it is that the po- 


sition of Reynolds was a mont responsible 
one, 
but the question whether he wae 


justified in precipitating the battle cannot 
be, in the lightenjoyed at the present time, 
a subject for discussion. 


"And now, on behalf of the commission 


we present, to the people of the Common- 
wealth, through this statue, the results of 
their efforts."

In accepting the monument lor tbe State 


Governor Stone said in part : 


"In all the fair fielda of this great coun- 


try there ia no place like Gettysburg. It is 
eacred soil to all who love their country. 
It is the field where occured the great 
struggle between the armies of the Sorth 
and South. It was the turning point and 
decisive battle of this great Rebellion. It 
is the Mecca to which all turn who love- 
courage and heroic valor. Those who 
fought here for the Union and survived 
the fierce struggle visit it with pride and 
gratitude for the victory that pri'scrved 
the Union.

Southern armies visit it with regret that 
here waa Joat the cause for which they 
fought, yet with pride at the courage and 
valor displayed by the men of the South. 


"These monuments and statues are wit- 


nesses of the fierce conflict which occur- 
red. It wasagieat sacrifice for the Xorth 
and for the South in the loss of many 
brave men of both armies. But the pacri- 
n'ce was necessary to preserve that Qniou 
of the States that happily now all love 
and honor. That Union, baptized and 
sanctified by the blood of the bravest and 
best of both sections, will never again be 
challenged. 


"Among the many monuments of brom.e 


and marble fco preserve and honor the 
memory of those who fought here, none 
are more deserving and merited than the 
one we unveil to-day in honor of that 
valiaut^knigbt and true soldier, General 
John Fulton Reynolds, which 1 accent on 
behalf of the State that 1 have the lionor 
to represent." 


In introducing the oracor of the day, 


Colonel Henry S. Huidekoper, of Phila- 
delphia, General Gobin said : "I now 
have the pleasure of introducing a gentle- 
man who left his impress on the battle- 
field of Gettysburg, a Pennaylvanian com- 
manding a Pennsylvania regiment in' a 
Pennsylvania brigade, and who left his 
good right arm on this field. lie fought 
under General Reynolds, and he represents 
him here to-day." 


COLONEL HOIDXKOPBB'B ORATION. 


Among other things Colonel Huide- 


koper aaid : 


"From all time it. haa been the custom 


to commemorate the valor and achieve- 
ments of great soldiers with enduring 
monuments, and the one unveiled here 
now is in affectionate and 
respectful 


memory of one who, with a brilliant paat 
and a promising future, thirty-six years 
ago this day, gave up his fife for his 
country in a contest with her foes, while 


military associates and fill a large place in 
the affections of hie countrymen. 


"As a matter of fact, General Reynolds 


wae sent for by tha President, and, on 
the second day of June, 1863, discussed 
with him, for a whole evening and late 
into the night, at the White House, tbe 
question of hia taking command of the 
Army of the Potomac. 
Reynolds, con- 


scious of his ability to command that 
army, fully recognized the great respon- 
sibility of such a truat; and, that he 
might be untratumeled in his possible 
future leadership on that occasion made it 
a condition of his ever taking command 
that he should have absolute control of 
that army, and alone direct ita movements, 
upon which point Hallerk and Hooker, 
some three weeks later on, disagreed, with 
the result that Hooker was superseded by 
Major General Meade, who was then 
allowed to have hia own way, especially 
as to the use ol French's 8,000 troops at 
Harper's Ferry. 


MAN FOR THE OCCASION. 


"There were other brave and daring 


officera in that army. There were others 
auperb in their ability to organize and to 
command, with great skill' in military 
science, and of approved leaderahip, but 
with these qualities Reynolda combined a 
keenness and quickness of perception, and 
an intuition as just when and how to act 
on critical occasions that carried 
him 


above all bia gallant compeers in that well- 
trained army. 


"General Reynolds waa killed in hia 43d 


year, in the very prime of life, and bis 
untimely death was lamented by the 
whole country, especially by hia own 
troops, whose admiration for and con- 
fidence in his ability had been shown on 
le,v«ry field where their dangers were 
'phared in common. General Reynolds 
was never married. Hia first sweetheart 
was hia profession, and his only love his 
country, and in his fidelity to theae may 
liia example be a rich inheritance to the 
young of the present and future genera- 
tions." 


II. K. Bush Brown, the sculptor of the 


statue, was introduced and made a few 
remarks. 
General Gobin introduced to 


tbe audience General David McN. Gregg, 
the leader of the famous cavalry fighron 
the third day of the battle; General Rich- 
ard Colter, of Greensburg, who command- 
ed a brigade in the First Army Corps ; 
General Daniel E. Sickles, commander of 
the Third Army Corps and ex-Governor 
Chamberlain, of Maine, who aa colonel of 
a Maine regiment, did valiant fighting on 
Round-top.

Thoge tbe Titles to Which Have Not Been 


Completed Trorn Uie Commonwealth. 


The following notice has been sent out 


from the Department of Internal Affairs, 
of Pennsylvania: 


The Legislature at ita session of 1899 


passed an Act authorizing the Secretary of 
Internal Affairs to settle with the owners 
of unpatented lands for the balance ol 
purchase money, interest and fees due the 
State on the payment of $15, in each case. 


In nearly all the counties of the Stats 


there are a large number of nnpatented 
tracts, or those the titles to which have 
not been completed from the Common- 
wealth by tbe granting of patents. 


By thepassage-of the Act above referred 


to, the owners of these lands are now en- 
abled to make settlement for a small frac- 
tion of the amount due under prior exist- 
ing laws, and upon the early execution of 
applications, for which this office will fur- 
nish tbe blanks, the chain of title may be 
completed by the granting of patents of 
the Commonwealth directly to the present 
owners of such unpatented lauds. 


Iu the Prothonotary's office of each 


county "will be found a book called "Tbe 
Land Lien Docket" within which will be 
lound a, list ol these liens which will indi- 
cate the amount due on each tract in 1868. 


It ia important to land owners that these 


claims should be speedily adjusted and 
original titles completed. 


Reference to the "Land Lien Docket" 


in the Prothonotary's Office of Adams 
county indicates that there are quite a 
number of tracts in our county liable to 
this claim.

THE HESSIAN FI/T. 


An Insect Which Came wltli the Brills 


SoUllvra is feared by Farmer* 


The Hessian fly received its name i 


this country in 1776, during the War o 
Independence, and is thought to hav 
been brought over in straw by the He 
sian troops employed on the British sid< 
It was been said that it originally cam 
from England, but the English whea 
midge, while very similar in its habits 
belongs to another family. A specie 
found iu Hungary and Germany, wher 
it bag committed great damage, is su; 
posed to be the true Hessian fly. 1 
the United States this minute midge has 
been a dreadful scourge at times, eve 
to the extent of causing local famine 
The perfect insect is smaller than th 
common gnat, which it somewha 
resembles, but owing to its size an 
habits, is not easily distinguished, 


The habits of the fly are interesting 


The female lays twenty or thirty eggs i 
the creases of the yoang wheat plan 
and the young when hatched work the 
way between the leaf and the stalk, ti 
they come to a joint, a little below th 
surface, where they remain, head down 
aucking the sap, although inclosed in 
covering. The 
hatch in three o 


four days, turning out little blao 
midges, with smoky winga. They in 
crease in number very rapidly, as th 
females in the crop lay their eggs as aoo 
as th«y emerge from the casing. Th 
existence o£ the fly in the wheat stal 
causes it to swell, and the plant to tur 
yellow and die, though the injury is no 
detected until the plant grows to a goo 
height. 


The eggs of the Hesaian fly look ver 


much like flaxseed. By the end of 
month, or from thirty to forty days atte 
the wheat is sown, they assume thi 
state, and may, on removing the lowe 
leaves, be found as little oval bodies 
much smaller than a gram of rice. The 
remain in the wheat, until warm weather 
the fly emerging from the "flaxseed 
state about the end of April. In som 
caaes there are two autumn broods, th 
earlier Autumn brood giving rise te 
third set of flies in September. 


As ft general thing there are only tw 


broods, one reaching the fly state i 
M*y, the other in August or early i 
September. The fly only lives a t'ei 
weeks, GO the wheat sown so late as no 
to come up until the second brood ha 
disappeared usually escapes harm. Th 
result of tbeat.tack is that sraitll aborte 
ears only are formed, the few grains o 
which shrivel and will scarcely ripen, th 
straw also being of an inferior quality 
Tne young are spindle-shaped and rec 
dish-white; they are about one-sevent 
of an inch long, and are provided wit 
•mall hooka near the end. At this stag 
they group themselves in regular ring 
round the atem attacked. 


A number of methods are given wit! 


which to cope with the Hessian fly. On 
is to sow a t»irt of the wheat early, and 
if affected by the fly, to plow and 
the rest after September 20, when mos 
of the crop can be saved. 
The firs 


brood should, of course, be destroyed i 
order that a second, or spring brood maj 
not appear. If the wheat be only par 
tially affected, it may be saved by fertil 
izers and careful cultivation, or a badlj 
damaged field may thus be recuperate' 
in the spring. 


Pasturing with sheep, and the conse- 


quent close cropping of the winter whea 
in November and early December, may 
cause many of the eggs ;<nd the young ti 
be destroyed, also rolling the ground ma; 
have the same effect. 
The Underhi! 


Mediterranean wheat, and especially tbi 
Lancaster variety, which tillers vigorous 
ly, should be sown in preference to th 
slighter, less vigorous kinds in a region 
much infested by the fly. OC specia 
remedies, the use of lime, soot or salt is 
said to be effective, and raking off the 
atubble is also good. 


The Jersey Cow. 


It is not without reason ttat the 


Greeks called a beautiful woman "cow- 
ejed"; but though many a famous Jersey 
cow has borne a Greek name, Hellas 
never saw cows comparing in beauty 
with the modern Jersey—so fine and 
trim in shape and so dainty in color and 
shading, or with eyes so large and liquid 
For many years it was disputed whether 
the breed were not a cross between the 
cow and deer. The Jersey as much sur 
passes her ancient progenitors in the 
richness and abundance of her milk and 
cream as in beauty. At the World's 
Pair at Chicago, in 1S93, the Jersey, 
putting aside all question of beauty, 
challenged all other breeds for quantity 
and quality of the butter, and was a 
triumphant winner over all competitors. 


For some years there has been a reac- 


tion from the extravagant prices which 
prevailed in the eighties for Jerseys, 
says Harper's JSuzar. During the height 
of that craze, it is said that $20.000 was 
paid for the bull Prince of Pogis, and 
that famous cows brought from $6,000 
to * 10,000. 


Pedro, sire of the great bull Pedro 


lloyal Marjoram, won first prize at the 
World's Pair ia 1893. and originally cost 
his owner $10,000. Pedro's dam was 
Eurotas, by mauy considered the great- 
est of Jersey cows. She produced 778 
pounds and 1 ounce of butter ia oue 
year. Pedro Royal Majoram was him 
self a winner at the World's Pair, but 
his chief distinction has been in the ex- 
traordinary uniformity and extraordi- 
nary merit of bis daughters.

All Tongaland is astir with tbe prepar- 


ations for ila great fete day, on wbich 
their King, George Tabou the Second, 
takes unto himself a wife 


This is not his Magesty's Bret venture 


in matrimony. 
Each year he has been 


accustomed to add to bis already long 
list of wives two of tbe fairest maidens 
in bis dominion. The wedding day of 
the King ia the one occasion ot the whole 
year in which all the islanders take a 
holiday—not for a flay only, but for an 
entire week, Joj is unconlined and rev- 
elry !s given full away throughout the 
length and breadth of the Tonga Is- 
lands. 


As the time for their annual celebra- 


tion and a further addition to the royal 
household drew near, the natives this 
year were chagrined to learn that tbe 
event might not occur, owing to the fact 
that the Great Council of the realm had 
deoreed that their sovereign should con- 
fine himself to one new bride. 
Under 


ordinary circumstances this would have 
occasioned no particular difficulty, but 
this year tte two fair aspirauts for queeu- 
ly honor and favor were exceptionally 
beautiful and both bad completely capti- 
vated the heart of the young ruler. 


Tbe presence of one prospective bride 


could not dispel tbe memory of the 
charm and graces of the other, and so 
King George was happy in anticipation 
ot future domestic bliss with the two 
most charming maids in bis kingdom. 


His rage and mortification knew r,o 


bounds when a few days ago the High 
Chamberlain announced that the Eoyal 
Council, considering the great drain up- 
on the subjects, due to royal extrava- 
gance and last living, had decided to 
check the expenditures of i.be royal 
household by limiting the King to one 
additional wife, instead of the customary 
two.

With tomtoms and drums, the 
bead men o£ the villages called tbe peo- 
ple together about the totem poles and 
tbe matter was fully discussed. 
The 


young men were loudest in their denun- 
ciation of the decision of the King, for it 
is at ttis great marriage of their King 
that most of the young men select their 
wives from the assembled maidens and 
ioin the celebration of their own nup- 
tials with those of the royal union. 


The marriageable maidens ably second- 


ed the young warriors and from all Ton- 
galand poured in upon King George 
such an emphatic protest against his an- 
nouncement that he really feared for his 
throne if le did not yield to tbe desires 
of his subjects. Then, too, tbe fact that 
IB was young and with tbe promise oC 
manj years before him, he had reconsid- 
ered the matter carefully and reached 
tbe conclusion that after all "half a loaf 
waa better than no bread" at all, and 
even if he did marry only one of the 
dashing beauties this year, he could keep 
over the other girl until next year and 
then take her into hia family. 


JSfo danger of anyone else daring in 


the meantime to make love to this maid- 
en, for he would make her his ward, and 
if she could not be hia queen he could 
still have her under his roof and sbe 
would continue to be near him. 


This arrangement seemed to satisfy 


everybody but tbe two damsels. 
More 


or less rivalry had existed between them 
before and now it grew to intense hatred. 
Wbich should be chosen, and bow should 
the choice be made P 


King George called all his wise men 


together at Tongataboo, or sacred isle, 
and deliberated long upon the subject. 
At length it was decided that the only 
just method of selection, since the King 
could not make up his mind which ot 
the maids he desired most, would be to 
let one of his Majesty's sweethearts on 
the fatal day flip a coin in the air while 
the other aspirant for royal honors "call- 
ed the turn." 


This solution of the difficulty waa hail- 


ed with delight and all over the islands 
preparations were made for the great 
occasion, which oecured Thursday June, 
28 


The Tonga Islands are more common- 


ly known as the Friendly Islands, a name 
?ived them in 1777 by Captain ^ook, and 
in keeping with tbeir name the islanders 
have sent out their messengers to their 
neighbors with invitations to tbe royal 
marriage. The Samoans on the north, 
the Cook Islanders on the east, the New 
Zealandera on the south and the Fiji Is- 
landers and those of the Loyalty group 
on tbe west, and the inhabitants of the 
S~ew Hebrides on the northwest, are all 
nvited to the marriage festival of the 
Tongaso. 


It is probable that these gracious in- 


vitations will be accepted, for Tonga 
being a neutral part of the archipelago is 
at peace with her neighbors and the trade 
'elations between the Polynesian Islands 
will be much strengthened by such friend 
y intercourse. 


The Tonga Islands are divided into 


rhree groups, viz., the Tonga, at the 
south ; the Hapaiin the centre, and the 
Vavao at the north. Upon such festival 
occasions each group endeavors to sur- 
pass tbe other in gorgeous display and in 
attendance. As there are about 20,000 
natives in the whole archipelago the con- 
curse ia a great one, and Tongataboo, 
he scene of the festival, is awarmiug 
with natives. 


An added rivalry exists this year be- 
ween tbe two villages, wbich claim tbe 
air aspirants to the King's band. These 
ival villages are Hunga-Haabai and 
Ninatobntabu, and every villager in 
hese localities is exerting himself for 
be display. 
Beautiful mattings and 


icker work are being woven from the 


jandanus tree. 
The variegated sbellu 


com tbe shores of the tropical seas wbich 
urround the island, and great masses 
f coral from the reefs wbich abound, 
nd, in fact, are the pillars and stays of 
be islands, are being formed and fasb- 
ned into countless articles tor personal 
doi nment and for scenic display. 
The

gcieiitous follower of the new faith, as 
was his father, George Tabou I. 
The 


elder George not only conquered and 
subjugated all the islaudsintne group 
to hie rule, but he waa a great preaolier 
as well. While his father would uave 
frowned upon any idolatrous ceremonies 
in connection with the royal maniage 
the younger Geoige adheres to ibb rule 
of "tb» more the mdiiier," and every- 
thing goes this year.

ding which ia common to the weddings 
celebrated amoug civilized nations. Tha'. 
indispensable wedding cake, 
la Tonga 


it is considered a mark of the highest 
distinction to get a slice of the royal 
wedding cake, which is usually a mon- 
strous affair, and oue upon which a great 
deal of c,ire aud attention is paid. 
The 


cake this year ia beiag made m Auck- 
land, one ot the chief cities ot Xaw Zet- 
land, the cost of the cake is -£12-3 and its 
preparation was started sums time ago. 
As the crigiuai date tor the marriage 
bad to be changed, the cake, too, must 
undergo considerable alterations. 
New 


decorations must be placed upon it, aud 
new concoctions aud ingredients placed 
wiUiin. it is a fortunate thiug that, 
owing to the rainy season beiug over in 
Tonga, the wedding feast can be spread 
under the palms, otherwise the gigantic 
cake, which takes the combined strength 
ot twenty men to lift, would have to be 
cut in slices before it could adorn the 
wedding board. 


Thus the Tongans prepare for their 


annual i'ete and all the trials and 
troubles ot King George Taboo II, inci- 
dent upon his proposed marriage appeal 
to be amicably solvnd and the lot will de- 
cide what fate has iu store for the two 
beaiitilui Touganise maidens who have 
found lavorm the royal eyes and who as- 
pire to the royal tbiooe.—MiUa. Times
